The Kentucky Good Roads As- 
sociation met in Louisville last 
week, and pledged their support 
to the Boswoith- A v;ii i amend- 
ment to the constitution. As the 
Kentucky lawi now are, no coun- 
ty can levy a tax greater than 50 
cents on the hundred dollars, 
and they caatiot vote a bonded 
indebtedness for road, or any 
other purpose greater than 2 per 
cent of the total taxable proper- 
ty Under audi a law as this, 
none but wealthy counties can 
have good loads, but under the 
proposed amendment the oppor- 
tunity for trie h counties as Pow- 
ell to get good road % is doubled. 
The amendment in I ill follows: 
"The credit of tl.e Common- 
wealth may be given, pledged or 
loaned to any" county of the Com- 
monwealth fc - - public road pur- 
poses, and an> county may be 
permitted to iuci r an indebted- 
ness in any amount, 'fixed by the 
county, not id excess of 5 peroen 
turn of the vain, of the taxable 
property thtffein, for public road 
purposes in mi l county, provid- 
ed said addition. ii indebtedness 
is MiDinitted fo pie voters of the 
county for j,beir ratification or 
rejectiou at a special election 
held for said purpose, in such 
manner as may be provided by 
law, and when »ay such indebt- 
ed is incurred Ly any county 
said couatfySnay lew, in addi- 
tion to the t-i \ rate flu* 'tl un 
d£t :V- ti.,;, Wi at 0,1 Construe 
Hon of Kentucky, an amount not 
exceeding 20 cents on tlie $100 
of the assessed valu.it ion of said 
county for ilte purpose of paying 
the interest on said indebtedness 
and providing a sinking fund for 
the payment of said indebted- 
ness 1 ." 

Every voter in Powell county, 
and eveiy other county where 
they have not now got good roads 
should support this measure. 
Then possibly we may get some 
good roads in the county, but a 
poor showing for improving 
them under present conditions. 

In the Standard Oil case the 
Judge dismissed the whole jun 
panel because there were too ma- 
ny farmers n< it ! So it has come 
to the point when farmers, once 
the backbone of the nation, are 
not considered fit to make a ju- 
ry. When corporations are on 
trial they must have a jury that 
can be worked, see? 

The masters at Washington vot- 
ed to increase, their salaries one- 
half but the postal and other use- 
ful employes got a sneer when 
they asked for an increase. Why 
should the useful workeis want 
more than three or four dollars a 
day? That's eneugh for such cat- 
tle. Bui ihu rulers? Why, of 
course, they need from #tt0 to 
IJ100 a day. They are made of 
diff erent mud from the working 
class, you know. And then to 
think the foolish workers vote 
the masters into office after such 
treatment ! This is a world of 
very peculiar people. The worse 
you treat the masses the more 
they admire you.

The Law an 

A young man who was once 
undergoing an examination for 
license to practice law, when 
asked "what is law," replied: 
"An unequal distribution of jus- 
tice." 

This is not the intentions of 
the law, but that is the way it is 
sometimes administered. 

Judge Landis, of Indiana about 
a year ago imposed a line of $21),- 
000,000 on the Standard Oil Com- 
pany for rebating. The enor- 
mous fine came about by the ha- 
bitual abuse of the anti trust 
law. The big corporation sue 
ceeded in getting a new trial, 
this time before Judge Anderson, 
of Illinois, who seemed to be 
working as much for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company as any of their 
attorneys. 

Judge Anderson iu the begin- 
ning quashed one whole venire 
of jurymen because the most of 
them were farmers and said he 
preferred a jury composed alto- 
gether of business men. This act 
is without a precedence in the 
history of jurisprudence. The 
Judge ruled that uot every re- 
bate constituted an offense, but 
that every settlment did. This 
made the tiues reduce in the ag- 
gregate form 129,000,000 to »720, 
0J0. 

Such instances as this consti- 
tutes the greatest menace to the 
free institutios of the country. 
The law is a farce if Judge An- 
derson is light and if he is wrong 
the trial of big corporations be- 
fore him are a farce. 

Why should not this giant cor- 
poration pay for its breaking the 
law as any poor man, and in pro- 
portion to its meaus? If Judjje 
Anderson's ruling were applied 
ordinarily, a man could sell 
whiskey every day in the year to 
another, collecting some money 
all along though uot making but 
one final settlement in the year, 
he would be fined but once. Or 
u man could commit a dozen or 
more murders in a week or year, 
and at the wind up be tried but 
for one case of a week's a mouth's 
or a year's murder. 

The ruling of Judge Anderson 
is rotten and intolerable to such 
an extent that a repetition of 
like conduct on the bench excites 
mob law, prompts night riding, 
and stimulates hatred and dis- 
houesty in the bosom of the com- 
mon people. But when the com- 
mon people under such excite- 
ment perpetrate an unlawful act, 
are they tried in a bunch under 
one etfense? We would say not. 
Big rewards are offered for the 
apprehension of etch participant 
and under every offense each 
member is held accountable to 
the law. 

This right? bat if it is right to 



dodge the law for the benefit of 
the rich Standard Oil Company, 
it is right to turn all night riders 
loose as this then is the ynly 
means of administering justice to 
these nefarious culprits. 

When this big fine was impos- 
ed last year we said then the 
company could and would at the 
end defeat this act of justice and 
they did as we predicted. 

Man Who Pays his Debts. 

The man who pays his debts 
and his tuxes may be a blessing 
or a curse to the community. It 
depends on what else he does. In 
making this statement it is to be 
understood that by the word 
"debt" is meant the ordinary 
cash obligation which a man in- 
curs iu the transaction of his bus- 
iness. There are men who ap 
pear to believe that so long as 
they are not indebted to their 
neighbors for goods purchased, 
or the muncipality or the state 
for the last tax levy they have 
discharged their whole duty and 
nothing more can be asked of 
them. But in reality a man's 
duty to his neighbor is limited 
only by his power to do his 
neighbor good, and his duty to 
the community by his ability to 
be of service to it. The com- 
munity in which the prevailing 
statement is "What do 1 get out 
of it?" is one which does not and 
cannot prosper.
